Newman of this city was discharged yes- 
terday. It has attracted considerable at- 
tention. 


Mrs. Newman sned Dr, George F. Simp- 


son, P. .T. Ashe and E. A. Richardson for 
fSOfln Damages foj the alleged making a 
p . jouse of her home on Lntber street. 
The property of the members, of the board 
of health was attached for J5,COO each and 
tneae attachments wrre on tho nroperty 
until yesterday when they T ere dis- 
charged with the suit. Mrs.Newman had 
for her attorneys, Charles E. Hibbard of 
FittsBeld and Senator Irwin of Kortamp- 
ton. 


The case arose out of the bringing to 


Mrs. Newman's house a sick child from 
the Burrows hoarding house. Mrs. New_ 
man's servant girl was ill at the time, and 
the board ol health had taken tho matter 
in charge and had found a nurse for tho 
sick person, so that Mrs. Newman would 
not have to leave her work in the 
shoe facto'y. 
While this persor, was 


ill at Mrs. Newman's home a child took 
'ill \vith a contagious disea?e in the Bur- 
rows house. A number of school teach- 
ers were at the boarding house at the 
time and something had to be done. 
It 


was a question of shutting down the 
schools that these teachers taught or 
finding some other place for the sick 
child. 


The chairman of the board of health 


went to Mra. Newman and arranged with 
her to allow ihe ehild'to be brought to 
her home to be taken care of. Mrs. New- 
man consented, and tho child was trans- 
ferred from the boarding houee to the 


house on Luther street. Both patients 
got well. 


Mrs. Newman brought act;on against 


the board of health for daiaagea. 
The 


board paid her house rent for some time 
and had bought coal for the dwelling. It 
was the board's agreement with Mrs. 
Nowman that sho should be paid all the 
expenses incurred by the tal:insf ofthe 
sick child to her houw. 
At length she 


refused to accnpt any of the offers made 
by tho board and brought smit. 


Wednesday the case"was to come up for 


trial at Pittsfleld and the members of the 
board of health were ready. Their de- 
fense was that nothing was done without 
the consent of Mrs. Newman. However, 
the case was not pushed and the connapl 
for Mrs. Newman threw up the sponge.

The Berkshire superior court is fast 


nearing the close of its deliberations and 
today may see the list finished. There 
are aome motions to be made and Judge 
Lilley has driven the court cases along 
rapidly. In the case of Norton against 
Eagan, judgment was rendered in about 
J57 for the plaintiff, thus finding that the 
statute of limitations did not He^ and also 
that Eagan was only responsible for his 
own account and not for that of the old 
firm. There are exceptions and the case 
may go up on appeal. The case of Ferris 
and Wert against Deputy Sheriff Cropper 
about a horse transaction was finished 
yesterday morning.

The amount is about $-100. 


Philip Murphy is the defendant and he 
claims that he had no interest in the sa- 
loon kept by his son, excepting to assist 
him in starting, and did not authorize any 
bills being made out to him. The papers 
were taken in the case. Thomas Murphy 
died before the year of his license es- 
pired. 


The case of Mary E. Burghardt, widow 


of Frederick Burghardt, against Colbert 
& Nilan was next taken up and occupied 
the afternoon. Burghardt, who was a col- 
ored man, died either in the saloon one 
day last February after drinking a few 
glasses of gin, or else while being taken 
home. The case at tho time attracted 
nvucb. attention, and there was some ques- 
tion about the firm's license being re- 
voked. The declaration is not for damage 
sustained by his family by reason of lack 
of support, but for suffering on the part of 
the deceased while in the saloon and be- 
fore his dtath. The autopsy of tho doctors 
showed that Burghardt died of strangula- 
tion, and that his stomach was practically 
tanned by the use of liquor. The doctors 
testified 
substantial^ 
that 
if 


Burghardt 
was 
unconscious 
he 


suffered 
practically 
nothing 
from 


strangulation or otherwise. 
The testi- 


mony was interesting on the line of what 
constituted death without suffering. The 
rest of ths story is substantially as was 
told at the time ofthe death of Burgliardt 
and at the time of the inquest. Burghardt 
was in a Ecioon about three hours, goinS 
there perfectly sobe-, drinking gin sev- 
eral times and finally, at the last drink, as 
one witness stated it, he seemed to col- 
*apse and grow unconscious after dancing 
to a crowd who treated him. 
He was 


taken to a book room, where llinre was no 
fire. 
Hops were placed or. his heid and 


shoulders, sawdust was found in his hair 
and clothing and in that condition when 
the proprietor thought him cither dead 
drunk or dead, he was sent home. 
He 


was dead when he reached his home on 
Crofut street. 
There were about 10 


witnesses examined yesterday and

case went on this morning.

TWO TRIALS STOPTED. 


A Juryman in Thorn's Trial Sick. 


Thorn Now Accuses Mrs.Nack. 


Kelley 
Pleads Guilty. 


Long Island City, N. Y., Nov. 11.—The 


trial of Martin Thorn may lie discontinued 
*or an indefinite period, owing to tho ill- 
ness of juror No. 6, Mangos Larson. The 
trial was adjourned early "last evening 
until 9.30 this morning on accouut of Lar- 
son's sickness. Mr. Larson was afflicted 
with appendicitis and his condition was 
so serious this morr.vig that the physi- 
cians who are attenc'mg him would not 
allow nira to ler.ve his bed. 


This being the case, the sheriff did not 


bring up the other 11 jurors today and 
reported the facts to tHe district attorney. 
Captain Methyn brought Thorn into the 
court room at 9.30 o'clock. The prisoner 
did not look any the worse for his ordeal 
of yesterday. Judge Smith opened court 
a few minutes later, and District Attorney 
Youngs informed him of the serious con- 
dition of Juror Larson. 


A doctor who had jn^t arrived from the 


sick juror's bedside said that it would be 
impossible for Larson to attend today but 
probably he 
would attend tomorrow 


With the consent of the lawyers on both 
sides, Judge Smith adjourned the court 
until 9,30 tomorrow. 


After the adjournment District 
At- 


torney Younera and Judge A, N. Weller, 
with Judge Wilmot N. Smith, were 
closeted for nearly an I hour and after 
they separated Judge Weller said the 
prosecution had adopted the following 
program: 
If Juror Larson 
had 
not 


sufficiently recovered to attend to his 
duties in the jury box tomorrow the state 
will ask for an adjournment until Mon- 
day, and then if in the opinion of the 
physicians, Juror Larson will not have 
sufficiently recovered, the district 
at- 


torney will ask that the present jury bo 
discharged and a new panel be drawn 
from which a new jury will be selected 


immediately, and the trial will be pushed 
through during the present tftjm. 


Juror Larson is in a very critical condi- 


tion and a consultation of physicians will 
be held this afternoon,

shire conference vas lifild In the audito- 
rium of tiio ronsrregatson house nt Adatns 
\VednesdRy.* It wps a red letter day inas- 
much as the weather 
\vas good, the 


attendance was larpe and not a person 
v.'hosc name was on the program Wfts ab- 
sent. 


The exercises opened at 10.30 o'clock in 


the forenoon with an address of welcome 
by .Rev. A. B, Pennimjm, pastor of the 
Congregational church in that town. Rev, 
J. II. Liifd olierecl prayer. The next was 
organization, such as the filling of vacan- 
cies. There were none and so the fourth 
number on the program followed. It was 
an address hy John Bascom, D. D., ot 
Williams collejje on "The Proper Expres- 
sion of the Christian Spirit.-''. 


Tiiis wns one of the finest addresses ever 


heard in a conference. He said that at 
the present day there is too much of strife 
between capital and labor. Capital au- 
tas'oiiiztng; capital, labor- antagonizing 
)nbnr, and each striving selfishly to gain 
what it deems | success. He was very 
caustic in his criticism of political dema- 
goguery and the absolute indefensibility 
of the proceedings of trusts. 


He cited Rockefeller and said that that 


man's means to dominate such masses of 
men and wide interests to amass wealth, 
were absolutely contrary to the Christian 
spirit. He lamented that Christian insti- 
tutions, colleges and churches should look 
to him i'>r endowment. It is gr.-w meon- 
sistency to take blood money md try to 
do the Ijord's mission with it. lie was 
bold and outright in hia condemnation in 
the 
acceptance 
of 
such 
donations. 


His toaiarks were clear and well put and 
served to give an impulse to the rest of 
the speakers and the day's proceedings. 


Rev. W. L. Tenney of'this city was the 


next speaker, on "The Kewiy Discov- 
ered Ssyings of Our Lord." He had with 
him copies of the sayings found recently 
in Egypt. They were supposed to have 
been written in the first century aud he 
accepted thorn as orthodox. They were 
written in Greek and he translated and 
commented upon many of them. His re- 
marks were very interesting. 


The next speaker was George M. Boyn 


ton, D. D., of Boston, the jist of whoso 
talk was printed in Wednesday's THAN- 
scsirT. After his address an intermis- 
sion was had for dinner, which was served 
by the ladies of Adams. About SO per- 
sons bat down to the tables. 


The afternoon session opened at 2 


o'clock, and the attendance was :i ueh 
larger than in the forenoon. First was 
the election of officers. Then J. H. Den- 
nison, |D. D., gave an excellent talk on 
"A Certain Grave Peril of Our Moral and 
Spiritual Situation." 


He spoke of the departure from the 


Puritan seriousness of living, making 
sin to be a slowly disappearing remnant 
of animalism, instead of mailing it a pos- 
itive evil choice. 
Another wrong, the 


suekinpc for better humanity by beginning 
with the more superficial virtues than by 
increasing Godliness. 
He laid great 


9liess on spirituality as a supreme good 
which would include all the leaser ele~ 
iiienis of advancement. 
Calvinism had 


some errors especially in the working of 
its system. But whatever were its short- 
comings it held fast to the cardinal truth, 
the supreme majesty Vf JehoTah. 
His 


speech was directed towards a revival of 
the seriousness of life 
and 
necessary 


promise of spirituality. 


The nex'-i topic was "The Sunday Ques- 


tion' by JJ, D. Kneeland, D.D., of Boston, 
Heapoke laoslly on the New Ijmgland 
Sabbath It,-RUD. 
The present Sabbath 


desecration grew out of three things, 
grcud, piiE,bion lor sport and indifference. 
He proved the gravity ol the situation 
and growing abuse of the Lord's day. Ho 
told what the league was doing in the 
courts and on the platform. There are 
several secretaries in Now England alone. 
The league has prosecuted Sunday thea- 
tre managers in Hobton and carried the 
cases to the superior court and where the 
league was victorious. They were also 
successful in stopping Sunday steamboat 
and train excursions and picnics. 


He gr^e cnte.h words which were to 


govern Sabbath xvorks. lie used the vow- 
els for the beginning letters, agitate, edu- 
cate, instruct, organize and uplift. It was 
an able address and he showed literature 
issued by the league on the subject. 


Rav. I. C. Smart was che next speaker 


and his topic was "The Help of Jesus in 
Our Thought About God." He said there 
were two conceptions about God. One 
notion,—He is an omnipotent, being who 
rules the universe from without as a king 
who rules a distant province and never 
goes there,—the old Hebrew idea, the 
idea of the awful cmnipotenco of God. 
The other notion is a growth out of the 
Greek philosophy that made God to be 
imminent in His works and in man and 
man's mind. EotU notions mlssod the 
idea of an individual fatherly interest of 
God to His creatures. Jesus took both 
these ideas, confessed and harmonized 
them and filled them with tho paternal 
idea. Th3 burden of his paper was on this

the topic "How to keep our church 
thought and life free from aa easy going 
optimism." It waa opened by W. "V.W. 
Davis, D. D., of Pittsfield and all the min- 
isters took part.

W. Davis, D. D., of Pittsfleld; secretary 
and treasurer, George W. French of this 
city. Mr. French was first elected secre- 
tary and treasurer in 1875 and has held 
that office evtr since. 


An iutores Jng part of the conference 


was the rcibort of county missioner, Rev. 
Sil-is B. Cook, who was engaged jointly 
by the Berkshire north and south con- 
ferences. 
He has been in office for six 


months and he gave a resume of tis work 
which was highly sat'sfactory and a com- 
mittee consisting of Rev. W. L. Tenney 
of this city, Rev. I. C. Smart of Pittsfield 


and G. W. Andrews of Dalton were ap- 
pointed to confer with n committee of the 
South Berkshire conference in regard to 
tho good work he has done. 


Before the meeting cloned the following 


resolutions were passed. 
Resolved, first 


that this has become one of the high 
days of the conference because wo have 
been permitted to meet so royally equip- 
ped for many departments of Christian 
work. Secondly, that we return hearty 
thanks for the inspiring cordialty with, 
which we have been met and entertained 
by the ladies, so beautifully and bounti- 
fully in the spacious dining room.
